There have been torty thou 
sand deliars already appropriated by the com- 
mittee, and it is estimated that it will take at 
Icast $60,000 more. 

WORK OF THE SUPREME COURT. 

The Supreme Cuurt announced to-day that 
it would hear no more argument on the merits 
of cases at this term. On Monday the court 
wil reucer a number of important decisions, 
but the legal tender cases will not be among 
them, though an effort will be made to de- 
liver the decision at this term.

The Cause of the Insurrection. 

Late French papers and correspondence 
explain in some measure the strange fact 
why the inhabitants of Paris suffer the 
insurgents to have their own way in that 
city, although the Communists, as has 
been shown 1n the last elections, in which 
not one-tenth of the ordinary voting popu- 
lation participated, are but a compara 
tively insignificant miuority. It séems 
that even the more orderly classes of the 
Parisians were extremely dissatisfied with 
the National Assembly from various rea- 
sons and were not disinclined to look with 
favorable eyes upon cverything that might 
wjure or destroy it. 

One of the most numerous and influen- 


tial classes of the cifoyens of Paris are the 4 


smaller shop-keepers and retail dealers. 
Their pumber in that city is unusually 
great, as they depend not so much on the 
native retall trade, as upon the custom of 
the countless strangers that continually 
flocked to the gay metropolis on the Seine, 
in the days of her splendor. The long 
siege and the interruption of travel have of 
course played havoc with their 
affairs, and brought them to _ the 
verge of ruin. During the siege, how. 
ever, the prolongation of their debts 
and the order preventing the collection ot 
rents afforded them some relief, and, after 
the siege was raised, they asked tor another 
term ot grace. This was not granted to 
them by the National Assembly, and hence 
their hatred.

It has,in a word, stood by the better 
nature and better understanding of the 
people on al] the great issues of the times 
which involve the future peace and free- 
dom of the Union. As a mouth-piece of 
genuine Republicanism, of the Republic- 
anism which the people placed in power 
ten years ago and have trusted almost 
blindly ever since, the Tribune has hardly 
an equal in ability and none in influence. 


It has simply retused to follow the radical. 


reforms of Congress into a revolution of 
our system of government. It has held 
out of the formation of a new party inside 
ot theshell of the old Republican party, 
maintaining its consistency and fidelity 
with admirable courage and force.

Interior Enterprise.

No 
doubt individual subscriptions will be ob- 
tained also, and the Frankfort, Paris and 
Big Sandy Railroad will ke completely 
organized and steps immediately taken to 
secure subscriptions from Bourbon, 
Montgomery, Nicholas, Scott and Frank- 
lin counties, and from the city of Lous- 
ville. 

It is unquestionably the interest of 
Louisville to have connection with the 
Ohio and Chesapeake Railroad, and we 
believe our people desire to see such con- 
nection so greatly that they will lend 
individual aid to accomplish it. 
Whether the Frankfort, Paris, and 
Big Sandy Railroad, or the Lex- 
ington and Big Sandy Railroad, offers 
the better connection tor Louisville and 
the more speedy and certain, is yet to be 
seen. Louisville will no doubt make the 
wisest choice between them, or may con- 
tribute to both. It is a queston only to 
be determined by our people themselves. 

The citizens of Louisville will be glad 
to learn that the initial step has been ta- 
ken inthe F., P.and Big Sandy railroad, 
and that the friends oi the Lexington and 
Big Sandy, and the Covington, Maysville 
and Big Sandy railroad, are urging the 
claims of their respective lines. Paris and 
Bourbon county seem to be more wide 
awake than other points and sections in- 
terested.
